El Paso, Texas, April 11.—The pursuit 
of Francisco Villa probably will be 
brought to a oonclusion within 48 
hours, according to information receiv- 
ed here today by an American min- 
ing concern with large interests at 
Parral and Torreon. 

The messages state that the report 
that Villa was dead was current 
throughout southern Chihuahua and 
northern Durango and, while it was 
far from confirmed, it was expected 
that definite news would be received in 
a very short itme.

City Can’t Get 100 Per Cent 
Value on the Dollar Under 
Present Facilities for Han- 
dling Supplies, Says the 
Report. 


The report from City Purchasing | 
Agent W. E. Chambers for the year 1915 
shows a total expenditure of $894,420.76 
for supplies in the various departments 
of the city. 

This ineludes all articles purchased 
for every department in the city from 
alum for the use of the water depart- 
ment through the alphabet to wagons 
and wood, and including the animals 
recently added to the Grant park zoo. 

The report shows that the depart- 
ment has been able to save the city 
from 10 to 20 per cent in the pur- 
chase cost of the automobiles purchas- 
ed by the city during the year with 
the exception of.the Fords. Concerns 
who put in their bids on a basis of list 
price before this department was or- 
ganized are now offering the same 
trucks and cars in no instance at less 
than 10 per cent discount and in some 
cases the reduction has been as much 
as 20 per cent. 

Recommends City Dairy. 

The report shows that during the 
year 66,849 pounds of meat were pur- 
chased for the use of the city and that 
an average price of $12.10 per 100 
pounds was paid for this meat. This is 
a decided reduction over the usual mar- 
ket price for the same quality of goods. 
All of the meats were bought from lo- 
cal packers and a great part of it was 
raised in Georgia. All was of the very 
best quality, it is said. i 

The report recommends that, as the 
city has a large unused tract of land at 
Intrerchment creek, it should establish 
a model dairy farm. The largest cost 
ef milk production is the feed, states 
the report, and at the Battle Hill eani- 
tarium during the past year milk has 
been produced at a cost of about 24 
cents per gallon. 

The report recommends that such a 
dairy be operated under the direction 
of Dr. Claude Smith, insuring a high 
standard of purity of milk. We Hope 
the mayor and general council will give 
this matter their careful consideration,” 
states the report. 

For construction material the report 
shows a decided reduction during 1915 
over 1913. In 1918 the ‘cost of Nos. | 
1 and 2 crushed stone cost the city 
$1.05 and $1.30 per ton while, during

With the caustic criticism that United

tary of the state health board, has re- 
plied to Mr. Blalock's pwhlished inter- 
view of Tuesday morning regarding the 
treatment of addicts, and makes em- 
phatic denial of Mr. Blalock's allega- 
gations. 

In criticising Collector Blalock’s ad- 
ministration of the Harrison law, Dr. 
Harris stated that addicts applying to 
him for relief teil him that Mr. Bla- 
lock treats them cruelly, and yesterday 
afternoon called in an addict who tes- 
tified that Mr. Blalock told him he 
“ought to be dead.” 

According to Dr. Harris, the attack 
made upon him by Mr. Blalock is ap- 
parently based upon a statement ac- 
credited to Representative Brown, of 
Clarke county, in which criticism tis 
made regarding Dr. Harris’ failure to 
send more addicts to Franklin Springs. 

In refutation of the truth of the al- 
leged position of Mr. Brown, Dr. Harris 
quotes from a letter from Mr. Brown, 
in which he indicates that he clearly 
understands his attitude toward 
Franklin Springs as being friqndly. 

Dr. Harris’ Statement.

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Heavy Forces Are Thrown 
Against the French Line 
at Various Points, But No 
Success Is Attained. 


FRENCH COUNTER BLOW 
THROWS BACK GERMANS 


In This Attack Some Pris- 
oners Were Taken by the 
French—Artillery Actions 
Are in Progress All Along 
the Western Front. 


London, April 11.—The armies of the 
German crown prince around Verdun 
are still vigorously on the offensive 
against the French. Having delivered | 
an attack along the line from Le Mort 
Homme to Cumieres which netted them 
a few small portions of French trenches 
on the east of Le Mort Homme, the 
German commanders rested their infart- 
try here, but in the region of Douau- 
mont-Vaux, northeast of Verdun, threw 
their men fff large numbers against the 
French trenches, 

Here again they met with success, 
put only for a short period of time, for 
the French, in a counter attack, drove 
the invaders from advanced sections of 
trenches they had captured, and in the 
operations took about one hundred Ger- 
man prisoners. 

While the Douaumont-Vaux attack 
was in progress the Germans had not 
overlooked the line betwen Le Mort 
Homme and Cumterea, and covered the 
entire region with an intense artillery 
fire, probably preparing for another at- 
tack by infantry. 

Alon the remainder of the front in 
France and Belgium there were only 
artillery bombardments. In one of 
these—north of the Aisne—the French 
guns caused serious losses to a strong 
German column on the march. i 

In the Russian theater an attempt by 
the Germans to take the offensive in 
the region of the Ikeskvll bridgehead 
was stopped by the Russians. Tue big 
guns of both sides have been busy at 
Various points elsewhere along the 
front. 

Petrograd reports, that the Russians 
are continuing to gain. ground against | 
Unot advices are to the effect that 
the Turks have regrouped their forces, 
and now are resisting stwbbornly the 
three Russian main lines of advance 
into their territory. 

The Austrians, betwen the Adige and 
Sugana vyalley, haye brought into the 
eampaign artillery which is described 
by Rome as new d very powerful. 
The Italian guns, however, have replied 
effeatively to their fire. No infantry at- 
tacks are reported. 


FRENCH REPULSE 


GERMAN ATTACK, 

Paris. April. 11.— There was a cessa- 
tion of the German infantry assaults 
to the west of the Meuse today, al- 
though the bombardment of-the French 
lines between Le Mort Homme and 
Cumieres - continued, according to the 
official communication issued by the 
war office tonight. 

A powerful attack, however, was de- 
livered against the French trenches be- 
tween Douaumont and .Vaux, east of 
the Meuse. The Germans at this point 
succeeded in gaining a foothold in some 
of the advanced trenches, but were 
driven out by. a counter attack.

This 
was the same night that Villa attacked 
Guerrero and San Isidro. Two soldiers 
remained behind guarding the ‘room 
where the Carranza commander resided 
in our hotel and which he left at the 
shooting to take command of his 
troops. I told the other two, who came 
to my room, that we must get away 
immediately before daylight. Blanken- 
burg said he would not leave, that he 
was a German, with nothing to fear.

So I started 
alone. 

“The Villa bandits were riding 
through the streets, fighting Carranza 
troops when they encountered them, 
and shooting wildly the rest of the 
time.

“All this occurred before the door 
of my room had been closed, so that 
the Villa bandit after striking Blanken- 
burg, looked up and saw Bruce sit- 
ting in my room. The bandit raised 
his rifle and fired, killing ‘Bruce with 
two shots through the breast, 

The Mexicans were afraid to bury 
either of the foreigners while Villa’s 
men remained in town. Meanwhile, the 
pigs in the street were hrthreatening to 
mutilate Blankenburg’s body beyond 
recognition. A Mexican who knew 
Blankenburg had his little boy sit on 
the doorstep in front of the body with 
a pile of rocks handy to keep the pigs 
away. 

Tumbled Bodies Into Trenches. 

“The Villa bandits feft early in the 
forenoon. Then the Mexicans buried 
the two hurriedly, but they did not 
dare have any ceremony. They just 
tumbled both bodies into a trench alon 
with some dead Mexicans: I do no 
know how many Mexican dead were 


there. 

“Before I left the hotel in Minaca, I 
knew the Villa forces had won the 
fight because we heard a drum beat- 
ing. The Carranza soldiers in the hotel 
said the Carranza forces at Minaca 
had no drum to beat and, that the 
noise was in celebration of a Villa vie- 


tory.”

Bonds Also Favored. 


Washington, April 11.—Three funda- 51 
mental steps which he declared were 
essential to an adequate American navy 
and military policy were outlined here 
today to the ahnual convention of the th 
Navy League of ‘the United States by 


They were: Creation of a council of 
national defense, abolition of the vol- 
unteer system and issuance of national 
defense bonds. 

Other speakers made pleas for naval 
preparedness and for private .manufac- 
ture of war munitions. 

Mr. Belmont contended it was unfair 
to congress to thrust upon it the prob- 
lem of defense without a commission to 
gather information necessary for for- 
mulation of legislation. The present 
volunteer system, he said, would inter- 
fere in time of war with industry by 
drawing indiscriminately from all 
trades and callings. He argued that 
defense bonds should be issued and 
so extended that no one 
should have to bear the whole burden. 

Compliance with the democratic 
platform of 1912 re measures 
for national defense in its broadest 
sense, including the establishment of a 
council of national defense,” the chair- } 
man added, “would have removed the 
question from politics and would have 
resulted long since in a recommenda- 
tion to congress of a naval and mili- 
tary program and a financial pian to 
carry the program into effect. 

Continued unrestricted sale of war 
munitions to belligerents and private 
manufacture of munitions for Ameri- 
can needs were urged today by Charles 
Noble Gregory, dean of George Wash- 
ington Law school. 

‘The ability of a peaceful comme
